American deama toduy is in n maore
satisfactory condition than it hns been
at any previous time, In the opinion of
William Archer, noted dramntie critie
and Ihsen commentator, whose play,
“The Green Coddess,"* |8 now appear-
ing In this eity,

“There never was a time,’" sald Mr,
Archer, “when the average of play-
writing was very bigh, and it is not
very high today, But at least yon have
here a stage journalism, §if nothing
maore, that in achleving quite sutinfac-
tory results,

“For instance, take what some oon-
wider the halyeon daye of the drama in
thix country, about twenty years ngo.
Where there wos one American play -
wright in those davs that was writing
plays that were able to command pro-
durtion, there are twenty today.

“Put it must be remembercd that we
are likely to think of the achievements
of other days as thongh they repre-
rented a universal condition ut the time,
instead of understanding that the
things we remember represent the pick
of thoue times.

More Point to Plays Today

“There In n long list of young Amer-
jean playwrights who bhave come to the
fore in recent yenrs, There {8 more
of a point to tller?l!}‘u of today. more
to think about, Olvde Fiteh was pos-
wibly the most promiking of the play-
wrights of twenty years ngo, but he
died just as he wa= on the eve of doing
hig thlnﬁl‘ Bo far ng my knowledge
goes, T should be inclined to call Hugene
(VNeill the most remarkable playwright
of today, but he bas so far been unahle
to get Broandway productions.

“When you consider how difficult it
ie for writers (o give effective expres-
#ion to thelr thoughts in dramatic form,
son enn falrly point to this time as the
most satisfactory period of Ameriean
dramn, After counting the big things
that have been done, you must judge
hy the amount of work that is done that
commands production.

"Sotie of our greatest writers have
tried playwriting and failed. Thus
Henry James always looged to write
n play, and he did write an admirable
and charming first act n. **Guy Dom-

plays, hag never made a serious vep.
ture in the diffioult art,

“While he has had few, if any.
copyists, Ihsen probably  exerted a
greater influence on the stuge af tailny
than any other playwright in many
Years, He undoubtedly  influenced
Shaw, even though the latter bns fre-
quently ignored technique and devoted
himself to brilliant lnes to Mumine his
philosophy. .
